Barry Should 
Be Satisfied 
on Platform

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


There's a lot of Sen. Barry 
Goldwater in 
the 
campaign 


promises nailed together by the 
Republican platform committee. 
He can be highly satisfied with 
it. 


Although he wanted a short 


platform, and this is long, he 
wanted one which was mostly a 
declaration of principles. In a 
large sense, that's what it is. 
And, just because it i, it' all 
patched over with vagueness. 


Anyone reading it would have 


to stick a big question mark in 
many of the paragraphs, asking 
himself: "What does this mean? 
How will this be done?" 


There will be a fight over 


their long-standing commitment 
to a course leading to the even- 
tual liberation" of the Red-nin 
countries of Eastern Europe, 
Aia and Latin America. 


John 
Foster 
Dulles, 
later 


President Eisenhower's 
secre- 


tary of state, talked liberation 
of the satellites back in 1952. 
But when he and Eisenhower 
ran foreign policy later nothing 
ever came of it. Even when the 
East Germans and Hungarians 
revolted nothing was done to 
help them. Dulles never quite 
lived down the promise, 


The 
platform 
promises a 


"drastic reorganization of for- 
eign aid," This suits Goldwater 
fine, He had repeatedly voted in 
the Senate against foreign yid 
bills. 


In speeches around the coun- 


try he had called for elimina- 
tion of the graduated income 
tax, preferring, as he said, to 
have a system by which poor 
and rich would pay the same 
percentage of tax, which would 
mean a great saving, particu- 
larly for the rich. 


The senator never repudiated 


that proposal although he hasn't 
been mentioning it lately. The 
platform doesn't go so far as 
Goldwater but it calls for sim- 
plification as well os lowering 
of the "rates to strengthen in- 
dividual and business incen- 
tives." 


Exactly what the platform 


committee had in mind isn't 
clear. 
-Another plank pledges revi- 
sion of the Social Security laws 
to "allow higher earnings, with- 
out loss of benefits, by our elder- 
ly people." Again: No explana- 


tion of how this could be done. 


Goldwater in the past had 


talked of putting Social Security 
on a voluntary basis. This got 
him criticism and he stopped 
saying it. Then he said he want- 
ed to strengthen Social Security 
and make the pension dollar 
sound. But he never publicly re- 
pudiated the idea of a voluntary 
system. 


Goldwater had voted against 


an increase in the minimum 
wage law. One platform, pledges 
would provide "incentive for 
employers to hire teenagers, in- 
cluding broadening of tempo- 
rary exemptions under the min- 
imum wage law."

, $he;platform also would dras- 
tic|lly "curtail the ^owejf of 
th£ Rational Labor Relations 
Board, the Federal Trade Com- 
mission and the Food and Drug 
Administration, all of which co- 
incides with Goldwater's calls 
for less government authority. 


The platform also promises 


two constitutional amendments. 
But the purpose of one .isnt 
clear. This suggests an amend- 
ment to let people exercise their 
religion in public places but 
would "not undo the Supreme 
Court's ban on compulsory or 
prepared religious readings in 
public schools. 


The other slaps at the court 


\yhich said the membership in 
both houses of a state legisla- 
ture must be based on equal 
proportions of the 
population. 


The platform wants an amend- 
ment letting one of the two 
houses choose its membership 
as it pleases. 


Probably the most controvert 


sial part of the platform—ttw 
one most likely to provoke a 
convention floor fight—is on 
civil rights. But oddly enough 
this part seems to contain one 
of the clearest pledges, al-

SHREWSBURY, Mass. (AP)- 


The Pill is small—sometimes 
pink, sometimes orange, some* 
times red, white and blue. 


In a world facing a gain of 


120,000,a day, 48 million a year, 
a population of 6M: billion by 
the year 2000 it is man's ^most 
ingenious means of birth control 
^-the most effective and the 
most alked about. 


It worries a lot of people, an- 


gers some, brings hope to others 
and has caused some reconsid-1 position 


,he U.S. prescription marekt, it' 
las become^ major weapon in 
the arsenal of birth control de- 
vices. Its true usage is hard to 
measure. 


The highest per capita use is 


in Australia. The Egyptian gov- 
ernment and others ;pass out 
pills to mothers who want to 
limit the size of their families. 


Even now, the pill and other 


methods of birth control are un- 
der study at the highest levels 
of the Vatican. 


However a change in the tradi 


tional Roman Catholic view to- 
ward birth control is considered 
unlikely—Pope Pius XII called 
the use of the pill "illicit sterili- 
zation." Pope Paul VI in recent 
weeks indicated there was little 
reason to change the Catholic

that laboratory animals which 
were fed a common U.S. birth 
control pill showed" accelrated 
growth of existing tumors. But 
Dr. Pincus said that it has long 
been known that many animal 
cancers are dependent on hor- 
mones—can be slowed by hor- 
nione 
preparations 
in one 


strength and sped up by hor- 
mones in another strength. 


Studies on volunteer groups of 


women show, however, that use 
of the pills may actually inhibit 
the normal rate of cancers of 
the female reproductive tract, 
Dr. Pincus said. He added that 
in Haiti and other test areas, 
doctors have found fewer signs 
of suspicious cells in regular 
medical checkups of pill users. 


As more experience has been 


gained since the first licensed 
pill, in 1957, the pills have be- 
come smaller 
and 
cheaper. 


Manufacturers have, cut the dos- 
age at least three-fourths since 
that first pill. 


There are 30 trade names 


available on the world market 
—representing about 10 separ- 
ate drugs, Dr. Pincus says. 


In the United States, the Food 


and Drug Administration's in- 
dex lists four firms licensed to 
sell six kinds of pills, most of 
them similar. 


There is a scarcity of infor- 


mation on the effects of oral 
contraceptives on social or sex- 
ual mores of those taking them. 
Dr. Pincus says this is one area 
where research is badly needed.
